HUNDREDS of mourners packed a 
parish church yesterday at the 
funeral service for a popular young 
footballer and reggae music fan 
who died suddenly aged just 24. 

Daniel Boyle, of Elm Close, Haverhill, known 
to his friends by the nickname Dogger, had been 
working as a steel erector in Bristol when he was 
found dead in his hotel room on October 11. 

St Mary’s Church in Haverhill High Street was 
filled yesterday morning with about 500 people 
turning out to pay their respects to Daniel, 
whose coffin was blue in recognition of his 
beloved Chelsea football team. He was also a 
great fan of reggae music and lamaican culture, 
so much so that he posted his Facebook address 
as Runaway Bay, Saint Ann, famaica - the place 
where his mum fane Roach and stepdad fohn 
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were married. 

Police closed off roads in the town centre so 
that the huge crowd of mourners could walk 
from the church to the cemetery in Withersfield 
Road for the burial service. Daniel’s favourite 
song, One Love by Bob Marley, was played at the 
end of the funeral service. 

The Rev Janice Ward, who conducted the 
funeral service, said the huge number of people 
who had attended was a testament to the 
person Daniel was, before his life was so 
tragically cut short. His father Frankie, mother 
Jane, sister Sheree and twin brother Ben could 
take comfort that so many had joined them in 
their sadness, and celebration of his life.

SPIRALLING fuel prices, the town’s retail offering, 
improved broadband and plans to pedestrianise the 
high street were some of the other issues discussed at 
a business meeting in Haverhill. 

The Haverhill: Growing For the Future event, which 
took place at Genzyme, was a jointly organised by 
Haverhill Chamber of Commerce and St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council as its annual business ratepayers 
meeting. 

Chamber chairman Sarah Howard said: “Fuel prices 
are astonishingly high in the town compared to our 
neighbours, and even compared to some parts of 
London. I would like to see Sainsbury’s look at its fuel 
prices again, as they lead the benchmark for the rest of 
the town. Businesses are being penalised by 
extraordinarily high prices that are being set locally.” 

Guest speakers at the event included Neville Reyner, 
chairman of the Greater Cambridge and Greater 
Peterborough Local Enterprise Partnership, and Alex 
Till, chief executive of the Mid-Anglian Enterprise

Agency (MENTA). MP Matthew Hancock also spoke 
about his support for the new Haverhill Research Park 
and welcomed news that BT’s Haverhill fibre 
broadband upgrade will go live early next year. 

Sarah Howard told businesses the chamber’s 
priorities should be in lobbying for lower fuel prices, 
working with Mr Hancock in improving transport links 
between Haverhill and Cambridge, and continuing to 
lobby for a better retail offering in the town. The 
chamber will also play its part in ensuring views on 
controversial plans for pedestrianising the high street 
will be heard fairly. 

Geoff Rivers, CEO of St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council, spoke about the Haverhill Shopper Project, a 
new project with the University Kent to increase footfall 
and customer satisfaction which will include market 
research and masterclasses. He also spoke about how 
the council is continuing to try to find a balance between 
heritage and development for the Gurteens site and the 
need to educate Haverhill’s children for the future. 
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CALLS by an MP for the 
A1307 - often dubbed the 
road of death - to be 
dualled between Haver¬ 
hill and the All junction 
have been supported by 
the town’s Chamber of 
Commerce. 

West Suffolk MP Matthew 
Hancock spoke of his 
commitment to campaign for 
the controversial change at a 
meeting in Haverhill on 
Friday. 

His suggestion previously 
sparked opposition from the 
A1307 Action Group, which 
has for many years been 
calling for safety improve¬ 
ments on the road. Its death 
toll has reached more than 30 
over the past 13 years, with 
the latest victims Joshua 
Bysouth, 13, and his 
grandfather Michael Kidd, 66, 
both of Saffron Walden, who 
died in September. 

At a joint Haverhill 
Chamber of Commerce and 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council annual business 
ratepayer’s meeting, Mr 
Hancock cited improving 
Haverhill to Cambridge 
transport links as one of his 
key objectives. He also 
indicated that the local 
community should not give 
up on the improvements 
needed for the A14, which 
also impacts on Haverhill and 
its businesses. 

Mr Hancock said: “I am 
told over and over again 
about the importance of 
dualling the A1307. All 
evidence shows connection 
to the national dual 
carriageway network is vital 
to an area. 


“St Edmundsbury has it as 
a medium-term goal and we 
need South Cambridgeshire 
District Council to be told 
how important it is.” 

Sarah Howard, Chairman of 
Haverhill Chamber of 
Commerce, said: “The 
dangers of the A1307 are ever 
clear to me every time I 


venture out of Haverhill 
towards Cambridge. 

“We share the view of our 
MP Matthew Hancock that 
we need a realistic strategy 
towards transport links 
between Haverhill and 
Cambridge. 

“I know of two companies 
who have lost out on 


potential employees because, 
in both cases, neither was 
prepared to commute into 
Haverhill due to the number 
of accidents on the A1307. 
Action is needed and we back 
Matthew Hancock in his 
long-term objective of 
dualling the A1307 to the 
junction with the All.”

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Trial for man who 
denies raping boy 

A MAN who denies a series of 
sexual offences against a young 
boy - including rape - is due to go 
on trial next January. 

Benjamin Waldron, 37, of 
Strawberry Fields, is due to stand 
trial at Ipswich Crown Court on 
January 3, after appearing there last 
Friday, when he pleaded not guilty to 
11 separate offences. 

Fie denies three offences of rape 
against a boy aged under 13 in 
Haverhill between May 2004 and 
December 2009. Waldron also 
pleaded not guilty to five offences of 
sexual assault against a male aged 
under 13, two offences of indecent 
assault and one of causing or 
inciting a child to engage in sexual 
activity. 

Those offences are alleged to have 
been committed in Haverhill 
between May 2004 and December 
2007. Judge David Goodin told 
Waldron that he would continue to 
be granted bail until his trial, which 
is expected to last for four days. 

Natural causes 
verdict on prisoner 

AN inquest jury has decided that a 
prisoner died of natural causes. 

Vijay Sharma, 57, died at West 
Suffolk Hospital on May 6, 2008, 
having been discharged from the 
same hospital on April 1 of that 
year. 

The prisoner from Highpoint in 
Stradishall had a perforated gastric 
ulcer which led to a blood stream 
infection that caused multiple organ 
failure. 

The jury returned the verdict at The 
Athenaeum in Bury St Edmunds on 
Monday afternoon.

She said: “Daniel’s death 
has been a huge shock to 
everyone. People of his 
age are not expected to 
die. It reminds us of how 
fragile and precious life is 
and how we must cherish 
it. 

“Daniel will be 
remembered as an 
adventurous person, as 
hard-working and caring. 
He travelled all around 
the country working as a 
steel erector, but he was 
a local lad at heart and it 
is only right that he is 
now back here in our 
community” 

After the service, 
Daniel’s dad, Frankie, 
said: “It was a fantastic 
tribute to him. I was not 
surprised to see so many 
people there because I 
knew how many friends 
he had. This boy was so 
loved and liked. He cared 
about everyone. He was 


decent and loyal to the 
core and I do miss him.” 

Mrs Roach said: “He 
was the kind of boy who 
had time for everyone 
and anyone and always 
put a smile on the 
saddest of faces. He 
always wanted to, and 
did, party as much as he 
could.” 

Daniel played for the 
Punch 68 football team 
and his team mates paid 
tribute to him by dyeing 
their hair ginger, holding 
a minute’s silence and 
releasing balloons before 
a recent game. 

Daniel’s uncle Danny 
Boyle, manager of the 
Punch 68 team, said: “He 
was a lovely lad, 
everyone liked him. 
People started putting up 
post-it notes for him at 
the pub and by the end 
of the evening the wall 
was completely covered 
in them.”

Policeman hurt In 
attack outside pub 


A POLICE officer was 
seriously injured after 
stepping in to break up a 
disturbance outside a pub. 

PC Michael Potter, a Safer 
Neighbourhood Team officer, was 
assaulted during the incident 
outside the Bell pub in High 
Street, Haverhill, at 11.40pm on 
Friday. 

The officer was left in agony 
after his shoulder was dislocated, 
moving about two inches out of 
its normal position. He will be off 
work until after Christmas. 

His colleagues helped move PC 
Potter until an ambulance arrived 
to take him to hospital. He was 
discharged from hospital later the 
same day, but is not expected to 
be able to resume his duties until 
the new year. 

Insp Peter Ferrie, Haverhill’s 
newly-appointed police chief, 
said PC Potter had been in great 
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pain from the injury, which 
happened as he fell to the 
ground. 

He said: “This was a very 
serious injury to PC Potter and I 
wish him a speedy recovery. The 
job he was doing was a very 
necessary one and we need 
constables out on a Friday and 
Saturday night to keep our streets 
safe. We will continue to deal with 
any incidents of disorder in the 
High Street very forcefully. 

“Other officers were there at 
the time and other response 
officers arrived on the scene very 
quickly.” 

Sgt Sarah Bartley, who was one 
of the officers at the incident, 
said they had been separating 
two groups involved in a fracas 
outside the pub, when one 


individual continued swearing at 
officer and would not obey public 
order warnings to stop or to leave 
the area. 

She said: “He resisted arrest 
quite badly and in the melee PC 
Potter fell to the ground and 
ended up with a dislocated 
shoulder and a minor injury to 
his hand. The individual was then 
arrested and taken into custody 
in Bury, where he calmed down. 

“The incident at the pub had 
already calmed down and there 
was no reason for this to have 
happened. We don’t want to 
arrest people. If they would just 
stop swearing and go home, it 
would not happen.” 

Inspector Ferrie said seven 
officers attended the incident, 
which did show the value of 
recent changes in policing policy 
for SNT and response officers to 
work more closely together.

T HIS week I 

travelled to Wash 
Farm in Sible 
Hedingham. I’ve been 
to this farm many 
times with my children 
to pick strawberries, 
but this time I was 
there to speak to one of 
the farmers, Shirley 
Stevenson. 

Shirley and her 
husband Peter have been 
producing pick-your- 
own (PYO) strawberries 
since the 1980s and it is 
very popular, but I was 
there to find out more 
about their autumn 
lamb. I decided to do my 
recipe using this 
particular meat. Shirley 
was very kind and took 
me to see their rams. 

They were lovely and so 
friendly. It was 
interesting speaking to 
Shirley; she had three 
rams and each one 
would be able to 
impregnate 50 to 60 
yews. 

Autumn lamb is 


Lamb curry made using 
the lovely fresh autumn 
lamb from Wash Farm 
Serves 4-6 people 
800g Lamb cut into small 
pieces 

■ 300ml plain yoghurt 

■ % tsp turmeric 

■ 1 tbsp chopped fresh 
ginger 

■ 1 garlic clove (cut very 
small) 

■ 1 tsp cumin powder 

■ 2 tsp coriander powder 

■ A pinch of salt and 
pepper 

■ 3 tbsp olive oil 

■ 1 large onion (Chopped 
finely) 

■ 1-2 green chillies 

■ Itsp garam masala 

■ Handful of fresh coriander. 

different to spring lamb - 
it has a stronger taste and 
is great to use in curries 
and stews. However, 
because of its strong 
flavour you can use a lot 
of herbs and spices 
without it interfering 
with the flavour of the 
lamb. 


First you need to marinate 
the lamb in the yoghurt, 
turmeric, ginger, garlic, 
cumin, coriander and salt. 
Leave to marinate for as 
long as possible. 

Heat the oil in a non-stick 
saucepan and add the onion 
and chillies and brown them 
6 to 8 minutes. Add the meat 
and the marinade and cook 
over a low heat for 3 
minutes. Cover and cook 
over a low heat for about an 
hour, giving a stir now and 
again. Add a little hot water 
from the kettle if it looks like 
it is getting dry. 

Once tender, stir in garam 
masala, adjusting seasoning 
if need to. Then stir in the 
coriander serve with rice or 
couscous. 

The autumn lamb is 
hung for 7-10 days. This 
is normal for lamb; it’s 
not as tender as spring 
lamb so it does need to 
be cooked a bit longer. 
You can buy the lamb at 
Wash Farm in portions or 
as whole. If you buy a 
whole lamb it works out 


cheaper. I really believe 
in buying local produce 
as much as possible 
especially when it comes 
to buying my meat. I care 
about how animals are 
treated and I believe their 
life should be as good as 
it can be before they are 
killed. 

I am supporting the 
campaign for buying 
British pork as I have 
seen what happens to 
the pigs in other 
countries. Wash farm is a 
great place to take the 
children where they can 
see first-hand animals in 
their natural 
environment and they 
can pick their own 
strawberries in the 
summer. 

Wash Farm also sell 
gooseberries, cherries, 
blackcurrants and 
asparagus. They have 
another farm in Shelford 
producing British pork.

Council link to 
save millions 


THE senior management of 
Forest Heath District 
Council and St Edmunds- 
bury Borough Council are 
to be merged.

the end of March, but it will be a 
few months until a new chief 
executive is appointed. 

“Both councils need to save 
money and this process should 
make savings of around £2.3m 
across both councils after year one. 
At the same time it will enable us 
to carry on providing high-quality 
services and it gives us a degree of 
resilience.” 

The councils first started 
exploring the idea of sharing 
services such as communications, 
HR and ICT when the Government 
stopped proposals for any form of 
unitary government in Suffolk in 


December 2009. 

The decision will also mean job 
losses as both management teams 
are scaled down into one. 

Mr Burnip added: “Inevitably, 
some jobs will be lost but it is 
impossible to say at this stage how 
many. 

“Neither authority has large 
teams of people but obviously in 
the face of having to make cuts to 
our resources, you get to a point 
where there is a question mark 
over which services people want. 

“This result has to be seen as a 
positive outcome. 

“All local authorities are having 
to look at how to make savings and 
this action will protect frontline 
services for residents and so, from 
their perspective, it has to be good 
news.” 


New county chief in £50m savings drive

save £50m over the next 
two years. 

Deborah Cadman has been 
appointed as the new chief 
executive of the council, 
coming from a post as chief 
executive of the East of 
England Development 
Agency. 


She has 28 years’ of public 
sector experience, 
including a six-year role as 
chief executive of St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council. 

She will take the Suffolk 
County Council helm as the 
authority works to save 
£50m over the next two 
financial years, and will 
also be responsible for 


leading the redesign of the 
way the council works, 
protecting frontline 
services and keeping 
council tax down. 

She said: “I’m delighted 
and honoured to be offered 
this role which for me is the 
most exciting job in Suffolk. 
“The political direction at 
Suffolk County Council is 
clear and I want to work 


with the leadership, and 
with staff, who I know have 
a genuine commitment to 
delivering for the people of 
Suffolk. 

“Throughout my career I’ve 
been committed to making 
a difference in the public 
sector. I’m going to use my 
experience and passion to 
make a difference for of 
Suffolk.”

Public speak out over 
plans to slash budget 


INCREASED parking 
charges, including 
charging blue badge- 
holders, have found 
support with the public 
- but not cuts to 
voluntary, arts and 
community grants. 

These were just some of the 
views revealed in a public 
consultation exercise by St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council, which faces a £3.5m 
budget cut over the next two 
years. 

More than 900 people sent 
in their views on a range of 


possible cost-cutting or 
income-generating proposals 
put forward by the council. 

The consultation showed 
support for increased parking 
charges in Haverhill, as well 
as introducing parking 
charges for Nowton Park in 
Bury St Edmunds and parking 
charges for blue badge- 
holders. 

There was a 50/50 split in 
views on increasing car park 
charges in Bury St Edmunds 
and on charging for the 
Abbey Gardens toilets in Bury, 
46 per cent said yes and 52 
per cent no. 

The public supported con¬ 


tinued CCTV monitoring, 
sharing services and more 
web-based services, trans¬ 
ferring ownership of com¬ 
munity centres to local 
communities, keeping the 
current park ranger service, 
continuing to run a tourist 
information centre - but 
closing it for one day a week, 
moving it to Moyse’s Hall and 
reducing the hall’s opening 
hours. 

The public did not support 
a 20 per cent cut over four 
years in voluntary arts and 
community grants, charging 
for extra help to make 
applications, cutting com¬ 


munity-based work, such as 
safety advice for children, 
community events and 
attending residents’ assoc¬ 
iations or reduced levels of 
planting, floral displays, tree 
replacement and grass 
cutting. 

Council leader Cllr John 
Griffiths said: “Your views 
have already made a 
difference to our budget 
proposals and we will 
continue to listen and 
respond throughout the 
coming months.”

We’re ‘in lap of gods’ 
as fire control merged 


A NEW combined fire control 
covering Cambridgeshire and 
Suffolk has gone into operation in 
Huntingdon for the first time. 

The control centre, at Hinchingbrooke, is 
the first of its kind in the UK and is designed 
to save Cambridgeshire £400,000 a year. 

But the Fire Brigades Union remains 
sceptical that the scheme, which includes 
deploying fire engines in the two counties, 
will work. Buckinghamshire could also join 
the project and Kevin Napier, secretary of 
Cambridgeshire, said this could lead to a 
back-door establishment of the scrapped 
regional fire control plan. 

Mr Napier said: “Our main concern has 
been to achieve the best outcome we can for 
our members and we believe we have done 
that. Now we have turned to the technology 
and whether it is going to be reliable or 
effective. We are in the lap of the gods.” 

Mr Napier, pictured, said one of the FBU’s 



concerns remained the loss of local 
knowledge for operators covering an area 
they were not familiar with and that 
Cambridgeshire would have to take on the 
maritime and nuclear power station role 
that Suffolk had. 

He said the proposed further merger with 
Buckinghamshire could be seen as a back¬ 
door way of achieving the collapsed regional 
control scheme which had cost £550m. 


Mr Napier said the union did hope that 
the combined control would work as 
planned: “I would rather be proved wrong 
because lives and property are at risk.” 

A number of jobs were lost in Suffolk 
among staff who chose not to move to 
Huntingdon. Operators of the new 
combined control will be based at the fire 
and rescues service headquarters in 
Huntingdon and in addition to dealing with 
999 calls in the two counties, they will deal 
with inquiries from members of the public. 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue service said: “It offers a more 
resilient, cost-effective, but tried-and-tested 
mobilising system to the communities of 
Cambridgeshire and Suffolk which has the 
further capacity to be enhanced in the 
future.” 

The combined control started taking 
Suffolk calls on Tuesday with the merger 
process taking place during the day and 
evening.

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Foreign office 
quiet on Judith 


THE Foreign Office has 
refused to comment on the 
fate of Judith Tebbutt, who 
was kidnapped in Kenya 
last month - despite the 
death of a French woman 
abducted from the same 
region. 

French officials said they 
believed Marie Dedieu, 66, who 
was snatched 21 days after 
bandits killed 58-year-old 
publishing executive David 
Tebbutt and forced his social 
worker wife into a speedboat at 
gunpoint, has died in captivity. 

Like Mrs Tebbutt, Mrs Dedieu 
was disabled - she used a 
wheelchair and was being 
treated for cancer, while Mrs 
Tebbutt is deaf and relies on 
hearing aids. 

Mr Tebbutt’s murder was met 
with shock in Haverhill, where 
he grew up and still had many 
friends. 

The kidnappers pounced as 
the Tebbutts, who lived in 
Bishop’s Stortford, Hertfordshire, 
enjoyed their first night at a 
luxury beach resort on the Lamu

archipelago near the border with 
the war-torn east African state of 
Somalia. Mrs Dedieu was taken 
from the same area. 

Prime Minister David 
Cameron has publicly pledged 
to do everything possible to 
secure Mrs Tebbutt’s release, but 
this week a Government spokes¬ 
woman was tight-lipped about 
any progress. 

She said that the official 
position remained that media 
coverage of the case was not 
being encouraged in order to 
minimise Mrs Tebbutt’s value to

her captors. Instead, she referred 
to the only statement issued by 
the Foreign Office so far, 
released shortly after the 
Tebbutts’ ordeal was revealed. 

Son Oliver, 25, flew to the 
Kiwayu Safari Village shortly 
after his father’s death, but has 
also not spoken publicly about 
the tragedy and his mother’s 
plight. 

It is believed Mrs Tebbutt is in 
the hands of one of three Somali 
groups: the al-Qaeda-linked al- 
Shahab group, pirates or a gang 
of other criminals.

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Proof there’s good life on the 
other side of breast cancer 


L IFE is good for 
Louise Stevens. 
She has a job 
she loves, a close 
network of friends, 
and she recently got 
engaged to long¬ 
term partner 
Richard: when she 
shows off her 
sparkling 
engagement ring, 
she is all smiles. 

But Louise has been 
through some incredibly 
tough times. Almost 14 
years ago, she saw her 
beloved mum lose a hard- 
fought battle with bowel 
cancer. Seven years ago, 
Louise herself was facing 
breast cancer - diagnosed 
when she was just 35. 

“One of my friends said 
'If you can get through all 
that and come out the 
other side, you can get 
through anything’,” says 
Louise, with a wry smile. “I 
miss my mum like mad: I 
was her only child and we 
were very close. 

“And, in a way, going 
through breast cancer was 
like a bereavement too; I 
knew I wasn’t going to be 
the same person 
afterwards. For a while, I 
felt like I’d lost my identity. 
I’d always been very 
independent and quite 
feisty: one of my friends

short demon’! But 
suddenly I wasn’t that 
person any more. 

“For me, getting over 
the cancer wasn’t 
necessarily about being 
strong and brave. It was 
about learning not to 
pigeonhole myself as 
‘someone who’s had 
cancer’; to define myself 
by that. 

“It’s a cliche, I know, but 
you do learn to live with it. 
Some days I still think 
about cancer, but some 
days I don’t think about it 
at all - and that’s brilliant.” 

Louise, now 42, is 
sharing her story to mark 
Breast Cancer Awareness 
Month, which runs 
throughout October, and 
also promote the 
Addenbrooke’s Pink Rose 
Appeal. Held in aid of the 
Cambridge Breast Cancer 
Research Unit, the appeal 
encourages local people to 
organise all kinds of 
events, from tiny tea 
parties to grand dinner 
dances, to raise funds; last 
year’s Pink Rose made an 
incredible £65,000. 

Louise, who lives in 
Cherry Hinton, organises 
an annual Pink Rose Party 
with her friend Suzy 
Green: held in the front 
room of Suzy’s Ely home, 
they get together with 


friends to play bingo, do a 
raffle, drink tea and eat 
cake. 

“Suzy and I have been 
friends since we were 16 
and we’re like sisters: 
when I was ill, she was 
always coming round to 
make the bed, do the 
hoovering, sort me out 
some lunch... She was 
amazing. 

“Suzy’s little boy, 
Mitchell, has the genetic 
disorder Barth Syndrome, 
so our parties are now 
joint fundraisers: we split 
the proceeds 50/50 
between the two causes. 
We’ve already raised 
£2,000 for the Pink Rose 
Appeal. If we can do it 
from Suzy’s front room, it 
proves that anyone can do 
it.” 

Louise’s experience of 
cancer began in 1982 
when her mum, fune, was 
diagnosed with a colon 
tumour. Thanks to 
treatment, fune went into 
remission - and stayed 
there for 13 years. But 
then, in the mid-90s, the 
cancer came back; two 
years later, fune died. 

“I was quite naive about 
it, to be honest: I didn’t 
realise just how ill she was 
- or didn’t want to realise, I 
suppose... 

“After she died I thought 
that nothing could hurt 
me. I was so devastated. 
Whatever happened in 
life, in relationships and 
that kind of thing, I 


thought ‘This can’t hurt 
me any more than I hurt 
already’.” 

In the summer of 2004, 
shortly before her 35th 
birthday, Louise noticed a 
sharp recurring pain in 
her left breast and decided 
to go to the GP 

At the time, Louise 
thought she had no family 
history of breast cancer; 
research has since shown 
a strong incidence of both 
breast and bowel cancer 
on her mother’s side. 

“The GP said it felt 
lumpy and referred me to 
the breast clinic. I went 
about a week later for a 
mammogram, ultrasound 
and biopsy. They said then 
and there ‘You might have 
breast cancer’, but, being 
naive again, I thought that 
might be something they 
told everybody. 

“I went back for the 
results and the moment 
the oncologist introduced 
himself my heart sank. He 
said ‘You have got breast 
cancer. And you need a 
mastectomy’. 

“To be honest, a lot of 
that is quite vague. 

‘Surreal’ is the word that 
comes to mind, time and 
again. At that first 
appointment, I actually 
felt like these people 
weren’t talking to me, that 
there must be someone 
else standing over my 
shoulder.” 

Telling her dad was, 
admits Louise, especially 
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Flower power 



• With breast 
cancer now affecting 
one in eight women 
at some point in their 
lives, nurses, 
surgeons, 
oncologists and 
scientists from 
Addenbrooke’s are 
urging people within 
the hospital’s 
catchment area to 
host a fundraising 
Pink Rose Party, 
ideally during 
October - breast 
cancer awareness 
month. 

Every year, money 
generated by the Pink 
Rose Appeal goes 
directly to the 
Cambridge Breast

difficult: “He didn’t want to 
believe it. First he’d lost his 
wife to cancer, now he 
could lose his daughter to 
the disease too... ” 

Scheduled for a 
mastectomy and 
simlutaneous 
reconstruction, using a flap 
of abdominal tissue and 
skin, it was a mammoth 
10-hour operation. Before 
going in for the surgery, 
doctors warned Louise she 
could need chemotherapy 
afterwards. As she had no 
children, they offered to 
freeze some of her eggs; 
chemo can result in 
infertility: “I decided to 
cross that bridge if and 
when I came to it.” 

But the operation was a 
resounding success: 
surgeons excised all the 
cancerous tissue, and tests 
on Louise’s lymph nodes 
showed the tumour hadn’t 
spread. As a result, there 
was no need for chemo. 

In hospital for nine days, 
Louise was kept in a warm 
room, cocooned in heated 
blankets, a technique used 
to keep a steady flow going 
through the blood vessels 
(if the vessels collapse, 
own-tissue reconstruction 
can fail). 

“When I came out, my 
half-sister Bernie came 
down from Scotland to 
stay. I couldn’t do anything 
for myself; even climbing 
the stairs to go to the loo 
took 10 minutes, because 
every step hurt. 

“For a very independent 
person, it was hard 
learning to ask someone to 
do the simplest things, like 
get me a glass of water or 
make me a sandwich.” 

Thanks to the care of her 
family and friends, physio 
to get her tummy, chest 
and under-arm muscles 
working again, and her 
own determination, Louise 
made a great physical 
recovery. 


“I thought I was doing 
really well. Then I just hit a 
wall. That’s the only way I 
can describe it... I was 
incredibly emotional -1 
cried all the time - and 
nothing anyone said could 
comfort me. One day I 
realised I couldn’t go on 
like this, so I got on a bus 
and went to die Wallace 
Cancer Care centre at 
Addenbrooke’s. 

“I walked in, sat down, 
and just cried and cried 
and they made me tea and 
listened. After that I was 
referred for counselling, 
which I had for several 
months. You don’t want to 
talk to your friends like 
that, because you don’t 
want to upset them; it was 
a real relief to be able to 
unburden myself to a 
professional.” 

Then, just before she 
was due to return to work - 
as a legal secretary at 
Ameer Meredith in 
Cambridge-her 
relationship of one and a 
half years broke down. “I 
wasn’t the same person he 
fell in love with,” Louise 
says, simply. “I was an 
emotional wreck.” 

Describing her bosses as 
‘brilliant’, Louise says she 
was given another two 
months leave; in that time 
came Christmas and New 
Year - when she first met 
Richard, the man who’s 
now her fiance. 

“At the time, absolutely 
the LAST thing I wanted 
was another boyfriend,” 
she laughs. “But we met 
again with a group of 
friends, then he took me 
out for dinner... Eight 
months later he’d moved 
in.” 

Although Louise hadn’t 
needed chemo, she was 
prescribed a pair of anti¬ 
cancer drugs, Zoladex and 
Tamoxifen, which 
effectively shut down the 
ovaries and enforce 


menopause (she had a type 
of milk duct cancer which 
fed on oestrogen, so, to 
lower risk of the cancer 
recurring, doctors wanted 
to stop her body producing 
female hormones). 

Aside from the hot 
flushes, Louise says she 
didn’t mind taking the 
medication: “It was like a 
safety blanket. When they 
told me I didn’t need to 
take the Zoladex after three 
years I was actually really 
upset: it felt like they were 
taking the safety net away.” 

But meeting Richard - 
and being made 
godmother to a friend’s 
little girl - made Louise 
think hard about having a 
family. At that stage, getting 
pregnant was still a 
possibility: as Louise came 
off the anti-cancer 
medication, her periods 
returned. 

“Richard was lovely. He 
said ‘If you want a baby, 
we’ll have a baby’. But, as 
much as I wanted to have a 
baby with him, I was too 
scared that, with all the 
hormones flying round my 
body, the cancer would 
come back - and then 
Richard would end up 
bringing up our baby on 
his own... 

“In the end, I decided to 
have my ovaries removed, 
to lower the risk of the 
cancer returning as much 
as possible.” 

Signed off by the 
oncologist two years ago, 
Louise now feels positive 
about the future. “It’s 14 
years since I lost my mum 
and seven years since I had 
my surgery Richard and I 
are engaged and one day 
we’ll get married - we 
might even go to Vegas! 

“It’s proof that there is 
life on the other side of 
breast cancer - and it’s a 
good life.” 


Police 

battle 

rogue 

traders 

POLICE officers in 
Suffolk have joined 
a UK wide initiative 
to crack down on 
rogue traders and 
doorstep sellers. 

A recent cam¬ 
paign, including a 
national day of 
action, saw police 
officers, trading 
standards officers 
and members of 
government agen¬ 
cies join forces 
targeting rogue 
traders and high¬ 
light dangers that 
consenting to have 
work carried out by 
cold callers can 
bring. 

Suffolk Constab¬ 
ulary supported this 
initiative by utilising 
its automatic num¬ 
ber plate recog¬ 
nition (ANPR) inter¬ 
cept team and 
associated specialist 
resources. 

During the initi¬ 
ative six arrests were 
made with an add¬ 
itional 42 other 
offences being un¬ 
covered. Some of 
these offences relate 
to trading standard, 
HMRC, and UKBA 
offences. About 100 
vehicles were 
stopped and check¬ 
ed. 

Goods and pro¬ 
perty totalling about 
£16,000 were seized 
and revenue fines in 
excess of £1,500 
were applied for fuel 
tax evasion. 

Partnership co¬ 
ordinator for Suffolk 
Constabulary Alan 
Osborne said: 
“Rogue traders and 
distraction burglars 
prey on the elderly 
and vulnerable in 
our communities, 
stealing or conning 
them out of vast 
sums of money. 

“These people 
will often travel vast 
distances across the 
country to commit 
offences and they 
are often linked to 
other predom¬ 
inantly rural crimes 
such as metal and 
fuel thefts.” 

Householders are 
urged to ‘stop, chain 
and check’ when 
faced with cold 
callers at their door, 
to double-check 
their identity with 
their organisation. 

To report suspic¬ 
ious activity or 
suspected rogue 
traders or bogus 
callers in your 
neighbourhood call 
Suffolk Consta¬ 
bulary on the new 
101 number.

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History's not 
a desk job... 


A NY parent (in fact pretty 
/\ much any human) will be 
1 \.aware of Horrible 
Histories , Terry Deary’s best¬ 
selling books about all those 
colourful characters from our 
past; the Slimy Stuarts, Terrible 
Tudors, Vile Victorians et al. 

And Terry pulls off the enviable feat of 
making history fun - not bad for someone 
who’s adamant that he’s not a historian. 

With their hugely successful mix of 
silly jokes, fascinating facts and general 
gruesomeness, the 50-odd titles have gone 
on to spawn a BAFTA-winning TV series, 
magazines, video games and stage shows, 
two of which - Awful Egyptians and 
Ruthless Romans - are still playing at the 
Cambridge Arts Theatre this week. 

So, he must be a barrel of laughs, right? 

He’s not. He’s a barrel of simmering 
rage; surprising, really, given that his 
books have sold more than 25 million 
copies worldwide, and he must be worth a 
bob or two. In fact that’s where we start: 
just why are the books so popular? 

“Because they aren’t history books, 
they’re books about the most fascinating 
subject in world - human beings. Why do 
people behave the way they do? You can 
never quite answer that, but history is a 
great way to explore the question,” says 
Terry. 

“Then the ultimate question is ‘why do 
I behave the way I do’? And when you’ve 


cracked that question you’re educated, 
even though it might take you a lifetime. 
Education doesn’t start and end at school 
- that’s why school’s a waste of time.” 

Really? “Absolutely! How many years 
do you spend in school, sitting at desks 
learning something which is of absolutely 
no use to you in your life at all? When you 
get to my age - I’m 65-1 wouldn’t mind 
those 15 years back, quite honestly. 

“And what did I learn at school? I 
learned the chemical formula for 
hydrogen sulphide, which is H2N. I spent 
hour after hour, first of all being taught it, 
then learning it, then revising it, then 
putting it down on exam papers, and it’s 
been no use to me at all. I want those 
hours back!” he shouts. 

“Education in this country - well it’s 
not education, it’s schooling; let’s not get 
the two mixed up - schooling in this 
country costs £80 billion every year. Give 
me £80 billion and I’ll come up with an 
answer!” 

Yikes! Now about the stage shows... 

Although Horrible Histories bears 
Terry’s name, he admits he leaves the fact¬ 
finding to others: “I’m not a historian, so 
researchers do it; my skill is in the re¬ 
telling,” he explains. 

“I’m a children’s author: apart from 
Horrible Histories I’ve got another 150 
books out there, and it’s because I’m not a 
historian the books are a success. A 
historian would say: ‘I know something: 
sit there, and I’ll tell you. Shut up’. I say: 
‘Cor, you’ll never guess what I found out 


- look at this! ’ Plus, being a children’s 
author, I have the right vocabulary and 
syntax to get it across in a non-threatening 
way, to such an extent that I have never 
been able to count the number of times 
parents have said ‘my child had never read 
a book until they picked up Horrible 
Histories, and now they’ve gone on to 
read lots of other books.’ 

“That’s another 
failing of schools 

- excuse my rant 
again - it’s well 
proven that boys 
like non-fiction, 
girls like fiction. But 
how do schools teach 
reading? Through 
fiction. And then they 
turn round and say 
‘boys don’t like 
reading’. Well 
EXCUSE ME, but boys 
would like reading if 
you gave them the books 
they wanted! It’s stating 
the bleeding obvious!”

Perking up 
your patio 



W INTER doesn’t 
have to be drab 
and dreary when 
you’ve cleaned out your 
summer pots and put late 
summer bulbs such as 
dahlias into storage. 

There’s still time to plant 
spring bulbs in pots and if 
you’re doing that, the best piece 
of advice is keep it simple. 

Choose one type of bulb for 
each pot and you’re likely to 
have a more eye-catching 
display than if you mix your 
bulbs, which probably won’t all 
flower at the same time. 

But there’s a long time 
between now and spring, so how 
can you provide some colour? 

There are a few bits and 
pieces you can pick up from 
nurseries and garden centres to 
fill the gap. 

Pink heathers and cyclamen 
can make a pretty autumn 
planting scheme and quite an 
unusual hue from the normal 
burnt oranges, burgundies and 
yellows of autumn. 

Go for the heather Calluna 
vulgaris ‘Annemarie’, with pale 
pink buds which deepen as they

open and are set off by pink¬ 
flowering Cyclamen 
hederifolium, with its pretty 
marbled leaves to lighten the 
scheme. 

Make the most of all the soft 
amethyst shades, combining 
them with seasonal blue-green 
foliage. 

Ornamental cabbages are in 
season, in a mass of sculptural 
shapes in blues and whites, often 
tinged with purple. 

An ornamental cabbage can 
make a great focal point for any 
hanging basket, perhaps teamed 
with crimson foliage of bugle 
(Ajuga reptans ‘Multicolor’). 

Alternatively, try the pink and 
purple shades of a variety of 
Aster novi-belgii, which is 
compact, bushy and suitable for 


container planting. 

If you have a galvanised 
bucket, the silver will go 
perfectly with the pinks, purples 
and bluey-green foliage shades. 

Other plants which look great 
in silver planters include the 
attractive purple evergreen 
Heuchera ‘Stormy Seas’, along 
with the silver-leaved 
Convolvulus cneorum and pink 
Cyclamen persicum which 
flowers in autumn or early 
spring. 

Container displays can be 
enhanced by berries of different 
colours. Try planting a 
gaultheria - a hardy, evergreen 
shrub with small oval glossy 
green leaves - whose flowers in 
late spring are followed in 
autumn by clusters of bright, 
round fruits in shades of red and 
pale lilac, white, pink, purple or 
blue, depending on the variety. 

Make the most of winter 
foliage by planting up hanging 
baskets with Mexican orange 
blossom (Choisya ternata 
Sundance), with its bright 
yellow leaves, contrasting with 
the dark foliage of Gaultheria 
procumbens, or wintergreen, 
which produces bright red fruit 


which lasts through the winter. 
Other colour can be added with 
violas, lamium and dark-leaved 
ivy. Some plants will be 
interesting now but will also 
flourish in other seasons - and if 
you want low maintenance then 
you could always choose a 
perennial to provide year-round 
interest. 

The compact shrub Skimmia 
japonica ‘Rubella’ has oval¬ 


shaped, red-edged leaves and 
dark-red flower buds which 
form in autumn and winter, then 
open in late winter and early 
spring. A female clone, such as 
Skimmia japonica ‘Rogersii’, 
planted nearby, will form 
clusters of red berries which last 
until the next flush of flowers, 
while the hermaphrodite S. 
japonica ‘Reevesiana’, which 
can be planted on its own, 


produces clusters of bright red 
berries through the cooler 
months. 

Fun autumn colour in pots 
can also be provided by 
capsicums of all kind, planted up 
in traditional terracotta pots. 

Different varieties of red hot 
chilli peppers, mixed with rust 
and orange-coloured pansies can 
make a wonderful display in a 
conservatory.

THE next-generation 3 Series 
saloon has been unveiled by 
BMW. 

It’s loosely the same shape 
as the old one, but with 
tweaked styling especially 
around the front and rear light 
clusters. 

Although the new car is 
bigger than the model it 
replaces, the biggest changes 
come under the skin, where a 
forthcoming expansion of 
BMW’s EfficientDynamics 
technology will see as many 
as eight 3 Series models 
dipping below 120g/km by 
March 2012, when more 
engines are added to the four 
just announced.
